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Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  past  year, 
1910.  I adopt  the  figures  of  the  last  census  in  the  calculation 
of  the  following  tables. 

Birth  Rate, 

A total  of  158  births — 75  males  and  83  females — gives  a 
birth  rate  of  22-58  per  1000,  a trifle  below  the  average  of  the 
previous  ten  years. 


Death  Rate. 

Seventy-five  deaths  were  registered  (Table  I.  col.  7)  as 
occurring  within  the  district,  making  a death  rate  of  10*72  per 
1000.  To  these  must  be  added  two  deaths  occurring  in  the 
County  Hospital,  that  is  of  persons  belonging  to  the  district 
but  registered  outside,  making  a total  of  77  deaths  or  II  per 
1000.  I have  no  returns  of  any  deaths  occurring  in  the 
Workhouse  or  the  County  Asylum  of  persons  belonging  to 
the  district. 

The  increase  of  births  over  deaths  is  81,  showing  a 
natural  increase  of  1*15  percent  of  the  total  population. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

Table  V.  gives  the  particulars  of  children  dying  under  one 
year  of  age.  A total  of  7 deaths — 3 under  one  month  and  4 
under  twelve  months —makes  a death  rate  of  Infantile 
Mortality  of  44  3 per  1000  births. 
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Zymotic  Death-Rate. 


The  Zymotic  death  rate  is  nil.  This,  for  the  second  year 
in  succession,  shows  a satisfactory  condition  of  the  general 
health,  and  that  the  diseases  included  under  this  heading  were 
of  a mild  type. 


Prevalence  of  Disease. 

Table  III.  shows  the  number  of  cases  notified  under  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  and  were  as  follows  : —

This  number  is  above  the  average  of  notifiable  diseases 
reported  during  the  previous  ten  years,  viz.  33*4. 


I will  now  deal  with  Table  IV.,  and  take  the  different 
diseases  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  placed. 


Small  Pox, 

Although  there  was  no  case  to  report  of  this  disease,  I 
regret  to  say  that  the  number  of  cases  of  exemption  from 
vaccination  is  on  the  increase.  A sowing  which  in  years  to 
come  must  be  productive  of  a sad  reaping. 


Measles. 

There  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  that  came  under 
my  notice. 


Scarlet  Fever. 


There  were  35  cases  notified  of  thi  disease.  This 
number  is  over  12  above  the  average  of  the  previous  ten 
years,  viz.,  2 2 '4.  The  cases  were  distributed  as  follows  : —

The  14  cases  in  Upwood  were  a continuation  of  the 
outbreak  in  that  parish  in  the  previous  year  (1909). 

At  Hartford  the  8 cases  occurred  as  a single  case  in  8 
houses.  The  ages  of  the  cases  pointed  to  School  origin,  but, 
contrary  to  the  usual  run  of  epidemics,  no  case  spread  in 
any  of  the  houses  although  there  were  other  susceptible 
children.  The  Schools  were  frequently  visited,  but  no 
information  was  obtainable  as  to  the  cause  of  the  outbreak. 
The  Schools  were  thoroughly  disinfected  during  the  Easter 
holidays. 

The  four  cases  at  Great  Stukeley  were  of  three  distinct 
origins.  One  case  fell  ill  after  a public  entertainment  in  the 
adjoining  town,  another  was  contracted  at  a School  in 
Huntingdon  ; the  remaining  two  in  one  house  after  the 
village  feast. 

The  case  at  Sawtry  was  a solitary  one. 

The  four  cases  at  Brampton  were  in  one  family.  There 
was  some  doubt  whether  they  were  genuine  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  but  in  consultation  with  the  Medical  man  in  attendance 
it  was  deemed  advisable  to  treat  them  as  such,  and  there  was 
no  further  spread  of  the  disease. 
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The  three  cases  at  Connington  were  in  one  family,  a 
mother  and  two  children.  The  fourth  case  of  this  batch 
was  contracted  at  a public  fete  from  a child,  who  had  just 
recovered  from  an  attack. 

The  case  at  Alconbury  Weston  was  a solitary  one. 
There  was  some  doubtful  evidence  that  the  patient  contracted 
the  disease  from  the  person  she  was  nursing. 

Whoopingf  Cough, 

This  is  not  a notifiable  disease,  but  so  far  as  I am  able 
to  gather  information,  there  have  been  very  few  cases. 

Diphtheria. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  tlrs  disease,  at  Upwood,  in 
a child  attending  a school  in  the  adjoining  district.  The 
house  was  situated  in  a very  lonely  place,  and  there  was  no 
spread  of  the  disease. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

For  the  third  year  in  succession  there  has  been  no  case 
of  this  disease. 


Diarrhoea. 

There  were  no  deaths  registered  under  this  heading. 
This  for  the  third  year  in  succession  abundantly  testifies  to 
the  sanitary  state  of  the  district. 

Influenza, 

Two  deaths  in  aged  people  were  caused  by  this  complaint 
which  has  been  fairly  general  throughout  the  district  during 
the  whole  year. 

Puerperal  Fever. 


No  cases. 
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Eryipselas. 

There  was  only  one  case  notified  and  no  deaths. 

Chicken  P®x» 

This  complaint  has  been  fairly  general  but  only  deserves 
notice  on  account  of  the  derangement  it  causes  to  school 
attendance. 

Phthisis. 

There  were  eleven  deaths  registered  from  this  disease, 
14.2  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  deaths.  A much  higher 
number  than  has  been  recorded  for  some  years.  Notification 
of  this  disease  only  applies  to  cases  occurring  in  Poor-law 
practice.  It  would  be  an  advantage  to  the  general  public  if 
all  cases  were  notified  so  that  steps  might  be  taken  during  th  4 
life-time  of  the  patient  to  minimize  the  risks  of  injection. 

Respiratory  Diseases. 

There  were  only  8 deaths  from  Bronchitis  and  none  from 
Pneumonia. 

Heart  Disease. 

Thirteen  deaths  under  this  heading  is  about  the  average 
of  previous  years.  Eight  of  these  occurred  in  persons  over 
sixiy-five  years  of  age, 

Cancer. 

There  were  five  deaths  registered  from  this  disease,  a 
number  much  below  the  average  of  the  previous  twenty  years, 
viz  : — 9*6.  The  following  table  shows  their  distribution.

The  next  table  gives  the  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer 
for  the  last  21  years.  The  totals  read  vertically  show  the 
number  of  deaths  in  each  year,  read  horizontally  the  number 
in  each  parish.  I have  not  been  favoured  with  a copy  of  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  so  am  unable 
to  say  whether  he  considers  that  any  alteration  shouM  be 
made  in  the  compilation  of  the  sub-joined  table. 

Cancer. 

Table  showing  the  number  of  Deaths  from  Cancer  for  the 
years  1890  to  1909,  and  the  parishes  in  which  they  occurred. 
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Tables  II.,  III.,  and  IV.  are  only  in  part  filled  up,  as  two 
of  the  four  registration  districts  are  partly  in  Huntingdon  and 
Ra  msey,  and  therefore  do  not  come  under  the  supervision  of 
your  Council. 
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Means  of  Prevention  of  infectious  Diseases. 


Every  case  of  infectious  disease  reported  is  visited  by 
myself  or  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  Disinfectants  are 
supplied,  and  the  necessary  instructions  are  given  to  the  person 
in  charge  of  the  patient.  Useful  information  is  often  afforded 
by  School  Officials  for  which  I am  thankful. 

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  now  allowed  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  to  be  provided  free  by  your  Council  for  use  in 
those  cases  unable  to  afford  it.  This  is  a step  for  which  I 
have  been  agitating  for  yeais,  and  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak 
of  Diphtheria,  it  will  do  much  to  mitigate  its  severity,  and 
lessen  the  chances  of  its  spreading. 

I have  examined  227  children  in  14  schools.  Unfortun- 
ately, after  this  examination,  the  cases  recommended  for 
treatment  are  allowed  to  lapse,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  such 
must  be  the  case  until  either  treatment  is  provided  or  enforced. 
The  Education  Authority  and  your  Council  are  not  yet  in  that 
close  inter-communication,  that  it  is  desired  they  should  be. 

Disinfection. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
acting  under  my  instructions.  Thresh ’s  disinfector  has  been 
used  on  one  occasion,  and  27  houses  have  been  disinfected  by 
other  means. 


Water  Supply, 

The  following  list  shows  how  each  villag)  is  supplied  with 
water.  When  a blank  space  is  left  after  the  name,  particulars 
will  be  given  further  on  in  the  Report.

I will  now  deal  with  these  parishes  in  detail  as  to  what 
has  been  done  during  the  past  year  or  remains  to  be  done. 

Barham.  A wel  was  constructed  some  years  ago  and 
connected  by  a gravel  drain  to  a pond,  which  has  always  given 
a supply  of  good  water.  From  some  unascertained  cause,  the 
water  in  the  well  is  polluted,  and  is  unlit  for  drinking  purposes. 
Various  attempts  have  been  made  to  remedy  this,  but  as  yet 
unsuccessfully. 

Copping  ford. 

Ihe  well  has  become  polluted  and  although  a new  filter 
has  been  laid,  and  the  well  cleaned  out,  the  water  is  still 
unsatisfactory.  Old  drains,  of  which  nobody  knows  the  exist- 
ance,  frequently  are  the  cause  of  pollution,  and  it  may  be  so 
in  this  case. 
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Easton. 

Through  the  generosity  of  a former  parishioner,  attempts 
have  been  made  to  obtain  a supply  nearer  the  village.  Two 
trial  holes,  yielding  an  abundant  supply,  have  been  dug,  but 
the  water  has  failed  to  pass  the  Analyst. 

A further  attempt  is  to  be  made  during  the  Spring  Season. 
The  well,  known  as  Cherry  Orchard  Well,  although  repeatedly 
cleansed,  is  still  condemned  as  unlit  by  the  Analyst. 

Hartford „ During  the  year,  repeated  attempts  have  been 
made  to  obtain  a public  water  supply.  The  last  two  Analyses, 
one  Chemical  and  the  other  Bacteriological,  have  proved 
very  conflicting,  the  Chemical  examination  pronouncing 
the  water  fit,  and  the  Bacteriological  examination  just  the 
opposite.  The  well  was  carefully  constructed  and  every 
precaution  taken  to  avoid  contamination  from  flood  water. 
If  it  has  been  polluted  from  the  floods,  what  must  be  the  state 
of  the  wells  in  the  village  which  are  simply  sunk  in  the  gravel. 

Ravcley  Magna. — The  wells  reported  as  in  construction 
in  my  report  for  1909,  now  give  an  abundant  supply  of  good 
water. 

Raveley  Parva — The  pond  supplying  this  village  has  been 
contaminated  through  a faulty  drain.  Steps  are  now  in 
progress  to  prevent  a recurrence  of  the  pollution. 

Woolley. — The  well  has  been  contaminated  through  a 
roadside  drain  that  had  been  laid  into  the  overflow  drain. 
This  is  now  altered  and  the  road  drain  done  away  with. 

Water  Analyses. 

Nine  samples  of  water  have  been  analysed,  eight 
chemical  and  one  bacteriological. 

Th  ree  samples  from  two  wells  at  Easton  were  pronounced 
unfit  ; two  at  Brampton,  on  the  same  premises  also  unfit  ; 
one  at  Spaldwick  good  ; one  at  little  Raveley  unfit  ; two  at 
Hartford,  one  chemical  pronouncing  it  fit,  and  the  other 
bacteriological  saying  the  opposite. 
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Sewage  and  Sewerage  Disposal. 

The  scheme  proposed  for  remedy ing  the  nuisances  from 
the  houses  on  Brampton  Road  is  still  io  abeyance. 

The  new  drainage  at  Spaldwick  is  an  unqualified  success. 

The  brooks  in  the  villages  of  Alconbury,  Alconbury  Weston 
(in  part),  Easton,  and  Ellington,  have  been  cleaned  out  with 
a satisfactory  result. 

Brampton  is  the  only  parish  that  has  any  public  scheme 
for  the  removal  of  house  refuse.  Many  ditches  have  been 
cleaned  out. 

Bakehouse©*  Slaughter-houses  and  Cowsheds. 

Bakehouses  are  inspected  annually  when  making  our 
systematic  inspection  of  the  parishes  in  which  they  are  situated. 

I should  point  out  that  such  inspections  are  carried  out  at 
irregular  intervals,  so  that  they  are  practically  surprise  visits. 
Without  exception  they  are  kept  in  a cleai^  condition.  There 
are  no  underground  bakehouses. 

Slaughter  Houses  are  all  private  and  on  the  whole  are 
kept  in  a clean  condition. 

Cowsheds.  There  are  now  no  cowsheds  or  dairies  from 
which  the  milk  is  sent  for  sale  out  of  the  parish.  For  the 
most  part  cows  are  kept  out  all  the  year  round,  so  that  it  is 
practically  unnecessary  for  the  cowsheds  to  be  kept  up  to  that 
standard  of  excellence  that  would  be  necessary  if  the  cows 
were  kept  in  during  the  winter. 

General  Sanitation. 

I have  made,  with  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  a systematic 
inspection  of  the  whole  of  the  district.  Appended  is  a report 
by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  which  shows  the  results  of  our 
inspections.  My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Inspector  for  his 
hearty  co-operation  in  the  above  work. 
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Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. 


This  has  only  lately  been  put  into  force.  Seven  notices 
have  been  issued,  but  as  the  time  stated  on  the  notices  is 
still  unexpired,  the  results  must  be  reported  later  on. 


Undoubtedly  this  act  will  have  a salutary  effect  and  will 
expedite  the  repair  of  houses  which  have  been  for  a long  time 
on  the  borderland  of  unfit  for  habitation.  The  housing  of  the 
working  class  is  a very  large  question,  but  I gather  that  there 
is  a willingness  to  pay  higher  rents  for  more  suitable 
accommodation.

N0TE8.—(a)  In  Table  IV.,  all  deaths  of  “ Residents  ” recurring  in  public  institutions,  whether  within  or  without 
the  district,  are  to  he  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the  several  age  groups 
(columns  (2-£).  They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15.  to  be  included  among  the  deathj  in  their  respective 
1 ccalitie3  ” according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the  deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars. 
Deaths  of  “ Non-Residents  ” occurring  in  public  institutions  in  the  district  are  in  like  manner  to 
be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-1  i of  Taoie  IV. 

(b)  Bee  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  cf  “Residents”  and  “Non-Residents,”  and  as  to  the 
“ Public  Instituti  na  ” to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The  “Localities  ” 
in  Table  IV.  should  be  the  same  a3  those  in  Tables  II,  and  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  cf  “ Residents  ” or 
of  “ Non-Residents,”  are  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to  be  entered  in  the  last 
column  of  Table  IV.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should  equal  the  figures  for  the  year  in 
column  9,  Table  I. 

(d)  Tha  total  deaths  in  the  several  “ Localities  ” in  otlumns  9-15  cf  Table  IV.  should  equal  those  for 
the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table  II,  sub-columns  o.  The  total  deaths  at  all  ages  iu  column 
2 of  Table  IV.  should  equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column 
J2  of  Table  I, 

(e)  Under  the  heading  of  “ Diarrhoea  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  registered  as  due  to  Epidemio 
diarrhoea,  Epidemio  enteritis,  Infective  enteritis,  Zymotic  enteritis,  dummer  uiarrhoea,  Dysentery 
and  Dysenteric  diarrhoea,  Choleraic  diarrhoea,  Cholera  (other  than  Asiatic  or  epidemic.)  and 
Cholera  Nostras. 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included  under  the 
latter 

Deaths  from  Enteritis,  Mace-Enteritis,  Gastro-Entcritis,  and  Gastritis  (see  under  the  heading 
Diarrhoeal  Diseases  iu  Table  V.)  in  Tables  IV.  and  V.  should  be  placed  immediately  below,  but 
separately  from,  those  enumerated  under  the  heading  Diarrhoea  as  cefined  by  enumeration  above. 
This  is  particularly  important  fur  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  as  many  of  the  deaths  in  infancy 
returned  as  due  to  Enteritis  are  really  caused  by  Epidemic  Diarrhoea.  In  the  course  of  years,  by 
the  adoption  of  this  recommendation,  it  wi.l  be  practicable  to  ascertain  the  probable  amount  of 
transfer  between  the  different  headings 

(f)  Under  the  headings  of  “ Cancer  ” and  “ Puerrered  fever  ” should  be  included  all  registered  deaths 
from  causes  comprised  w, thin  these  general  terms.  Thus,  under  ‘'Cancer,”  should  be  included 
deaths  from  Cancer,  Carcinoma,  Malignant  disease,  Beirrhus,  Epithelioma,  Sarcoma,  Villous 
tumour,  and  Papilloma  of  bladder,  Rodent  ulcer.  Under  “ Puerperal  Fever  ” are  to  be  included 
deaths  from  Pyaemia,  Septicaemia,  daprsemla,  Pelvic  peritonitis  Peri-  and  Kndo-Metritii  occurring 
in  the  Puerperium. 

(g)  Under  “ Congenital  Defeots  ” in  Table  V.  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Atelectasis.  Icterus 
neonatorum,  Navel  haemorrhage,  Mslformations  and  Congenital  hydrocephalus. 

(h)  Under  “ Tuberculous  Menengltis  ” aretoleinoiU  ad  deaths  from  Aoute  hydrocephalus. 

(i)  Under  “ Other  Tuberculous  Diseases  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  from  .Tuberculosis,  Tuberculosis 
Of  bones,  joints  and  other  organ?,  Lupus  and  Scrofula. 

(j)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Meoical  Practitioners  and  all  inquest  oases  are  to  be  classed  as 
“ Certifies,”  all  ether  deaths  are  to  be  regarded  as  “ Uncertified.” 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Table  I.,  II.,  III.,  IV.  and  V.,  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.

132),  requires  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in 
his  Annual  Report  to  the  District  Council  io  report  specifically  on  the  administration  of 
that  Act  in  workshops  and  workplaces,  and  to  send  a copy  of  his  Annual  Report,  or  so  much  of 
it  as  deals  with  this  subject,  to  the  Secretary  of  State  (Home  Office).  If  the  Annual  Report  is 
presented  otherwise  than  in  print,  it  is  unnecessary  to  include  in  the  copy  sent  to  the  Home  Office 
the  portions  which  do  not  relate  to  factories,  workshops,  laundries,  Avorkplaces,  or  homework. 
The  duties  of  Local  Authorities  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Act  of  1901  are 
detailed  in  the  Home  Office  Memorandum  of  December,  1904.
